Judging 
from intercourse with my neigh- 
bors, I do believe that one settler 
in a dozen favors the present 
system, by which one slothful far- 
meris able to become a community 
nuisance by feeding his breechy 
cattle on his neighbors’ grain 
fields or in his barn yard, under 
the plea that they are running at 
large; and why our members of 
parliament should prefer to cater 
for the votes of the old rancher at 
the expense of the better class of 
farmers is asomething not very 
easy understood, and why such 
men are selected as members is a 
still more difficult proposition. 
As the Alberta legislature is now 
in session, I may add one practical 
suggestion, and that is, let every 
farmer in the vicinity write to his 
member, explaining that under 
the present law any man who lacks 
self-respect becomes a community
